HIS NERVY BID 


Wm. G. Buechner’s Offer for Park 
Lake Boating Privileges. 


The Present Lessee Wants a Ten-Year 
Extension. 


EXPECTS TO OBTAIN IT FOR $600 PER 
YRAR, 


The City’s Revenue From the Old Lake 
Last Year Was 6428.05-—An Exhibi- 
tion of Colossal Nerve-—The City 
Should Realize $5,000 Per Year From 

e Boating Privilege Lease—Inter- 
view With Park Commissioner Fech- 
ter. 


Wm. G. Buechner, whose lease of the Doat- 
ing privileges in Forest Park expires in April, 
1897, has made the city a remarkable offer 
for a ten-year extension of that lease. 

Should Mr. Buechner'’s offer be accepted 
the yearly revenue derived from the boating 
privileges on the new Forest Park lake, over 
one-half mile in extent, would not be quite 
$200 per year more than the city realized 
from the same source for the pond which was 
formerly dignified by the name of lake. 

The new lake in Forest Park is about 2,700 
feet long and offers ample and tempting 
facilities for summer Doating, giving a good 
stretch of water sufficient forthe use of 
genuine, bona-fide oarsmen and rowing 
clubs and for water recreation for thousands 
of people. 

The old lake, or pond, wasatrifie over 400 
feet in length—so small that it served only 
fora paddling ground principally for chil- 
dren and giris. 

Yet from this little sheet of water as it ex- 
isted before the making of the new lake the 
city, under its contract with Buechner re- 
quiring dim to pay into the city treasury 
80% per cent of the gross receipts for boating 
privileges realized in 1898 the total revenue 


of $423.05. 
EXHIBITION OF GREAT NERVE. 


For the ‘boating privileges on a sheet of 
water seven times as large as the old lake, 
and so ample as to draw the patronage of all 
park visitors, and to develop aquatic sports 
in St. Louls as they now flourish to a wide- 


|spread extent in Eastern cities, Mr. Bueon-, 


ner’s proposition contemplates, therefore, 


an increase to the city’s revenue to only $600 
er year, Or jast $176.95 more than was real- 
ted last year from the little lake. 

Mr. Buechner’s proposition is an exhibi- 

tion of colossal nerve, even considering the 
fact that he has hitherto enjoyed a monopoly 
of the Forest Park boating privileges secure 
from the embarrassment of competition from 
the bids of others, under the system by 
which his contracts were granted and re- 
newed heretofore. 
This proposition will come before the Park 
Committee of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments some time nextweek. The committee 
consists of President of the Board of Public 
Improvements McMath, Park Commissioner 
Fechter and Street Commissioner Murphy. 

Under the present contract with Buechner 
the city is sure for the next two years o 
realizing from the boating privileges of the 
new half mile lake 80% per cent of the gross 
receipts for the hire of boats on the new lake. 
Is it likely or unlixely that the city will real- 
ize more than per year for these two 
years, when it realized $428.05 last year from 
the hire of boats on the old lake, a mere 
pond? 

Buechner’s hurry in endeavoring to se- 
cure an additional ten years lease of the 
boating privileges in Forest Park, thereby 
giving him twelve years in all from this sum 
mer, is easily understood. If he does not 
secure that ten-year extension now, the city 
has two summers before it, underthe pres- 
ent lease, upon the receipts from which it 
would be able to accurately estimate the 
true value of the contract.for which 
Buechner is now asking. 

Is it reasonabie to suppose that in April 
1897, the Board of Public Improvements will 
be willing to lease the boating privileges on 
thenew half-mile lake in Forest Park ona 
contract which would realize to the city 
only $600 per year? 

Mr. Buechner’s haste is well timed, so to 
speak. 

The proposition which he has made to the 
city has incidental features upon which 
Buechner will argue that the city will realize 
more than the $600 per year, which he gener- 
ously offers to pay forthe boating privileges 
on the finest park lake iu this country, a lake 
offering the one only means of water recre- 
ation toa city of over 500,000 population. He 
offers to erecta pavilion, to put in ardynamo 
plant, to run 100 electric lights free of cost to 
the city, the plant to revert to tie city at the 
expiration of his ten-year renewal, tweive 
years from this summer. 

Any one else who secured the boating priv- 
lege on thé new lake would be expected and 
required, asa business proposition, to offer 
on that lake proper feclilities for the encour- 
Whoever secures 
the privege will be glad to do this as a 
means of Increasing his revenue from the in- 
vestiment. 

The cold fact which the Board of Public Im- 
provements will have to consider in ieasing 
the boating priviieges on the new lake is that 
under Bueciner’s proposition the city would 
be realizing only $176.95 more than it did when 
there was Only a pond in Forest Park. 

There is no hurry about extending this 
lease of the boating privileges in Forest Park. 
The city bas, as stated, two years to find out 
what willl be the true value of that lease. 
During these twoyearsit will be receiving 
from Buechner, under the present contract, 
30 per cent of the gross receipts for the hire 
of boats on the new half-mile lake,

RUINED HOMES 


Fifteen Thousand Houseless From 
the British Columbia Floods. 


An Estimate of the Devastation Caused 
by the Frasier River. 


GREATEST HAVOO WROUGHT IN D. 
TRICT BETWEEN LANDBES AND YALE, 


Provincial: Secretery Baker Personally 
Directing the Nele Work—Unremit- 
ting Attention on the Part of the Gov- 
ernment—Unfortuinate Settlers De- 
ven dent on Relief Steamers—Sileeping 
in Tents on the Mountain Side. 


VANCOUVER, British Oclumbia, June 9.— 
The Dominion Government is having a care- 
ful estimate made of the losses and losers 
by the flood. 

In the municipalities, corresponding to 
American counties it is found by the census, 
taken carefully as possibie, that fully 15,000 
people are to-day homeless in consequence 
ofthe flooding of the Frazier. What their 
losses will be or have been cannot yet be cal- 
culated. The enormous total of homeless 
ones is made up thus: 

Delta municipality, 2,000; Lang, 1,500; 
Matsqul, 1,000; Sumas, 500; Ohilliwack, 8,000; 
Richmond, 1,500; Barnaby, 8,000; Couqaitiam, 
200; Maple Ridge, 500; Mission, 500; Dewdney, 
500; Nicomen, 800; between Nicomen and 
Yale, 200, and Yale, 300. 

Though the Frazier River ig 150 miles long 
and all the lower valley is nooded, the great- 
est damage has been donein a district of 100 
miles between Landers and Yale. 

Col. Baker, Provincial Secretary, has deen 
personally directing the relief work for the 
local government. Unremitting attention 
on the part of the Government is being re- 
quired by the unfortunate settlers, many of 
whom are dependent upon the calling of re- 
lief steamers for what little they get to eat. 
The majority of refugees are still sleeping in 
tents on the mountain side. 


RISING WATERS.

The pleain behalf of widows and or- 
phans who hold stock in corporations is 
an excellent one to shield corporations 
from therigorsof the law, but it is not 
available to protect the individual for- 
tunes of themen who have profited by 
corporation rascality. 

It was to save these unprotected 

from unpleasant consequences 
that venerable Senator Hoar 
taxed hie ingenuity and brought 
forth an ideas of remarkable originality 
and scope.

It is announced that the State Republican 
Convention in Michigan will nominate, be- 
sides State officers: two candidates for the 
United States Senate, one to succeed Senator 
McMillan, whose term will expire. next 
Maren, and one, tor tue geomainder of the 
term of the late sanator Stock bridge. 

Whether the State Democratic Convention 
will do the same thing we do not know. but 
it would be wise to do so. Until the Constt- 
tution of the United States Is amended this 
course is as near as we may come to the elec- 
tion of United States Senators by the peo- 
ple, and it really gives the people a voice in 
the matter.

It 
will give talent its proper advantage over 
money.

WASHINGTON, Jane 9.—Representative Mc- 
Cleary of Minnesota, who is a member of the 
Committee on Rivers and Canals, has laid the 
foundation of a scheme to connect the Guif 
of Mexico with Hudson Bax. 

This is a project which has caused more or 
less discussion in the Northwest, and surveys 
| for ather purposes have been used in making 
‘computations as tothe feasibility of the plan, 

Mr. McOleary now proposes that the United 
States Government shall, in conjunction 
with the Canadian Government, make a pre- 
liminary survey to ascertain whether, in the 
first place, the scheme is feasible, and ifso, 
what the probable cost will be. 

run SURVEY. — 

Mr. McOleary’s plan is to have the survey 
made by the way of the Minnesota River, 
whose headwaters and those of the Red 
River ofthe North nearly join through Big 
Stone and Traverse lakes. In high water, 
boats of considerable size have crossed from 
one lake to the other, and it would not re- 
quire a very large canal to connect the 
waters of the Red and Minnesota rivers. 


and Minnesota rivers is not great, it is 
claimed that the rapids in the Winnipeg 
River have always discouraged the Canadian 
Government from the undertaking. There 
have been several conventions of citizens of 
Northern - Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Winnipeg, looking to the opening ofthe 
Winnipeg River, in the hope that they might 
findashort water outlet to the seaboard.

WasutroTror, D. C., June 9.—Some facts 
that will doubtless surprise persons inter- 
ested in cotton growing and spinning are 
contained in a report to the State Depart- 
ment by United States Oonsul Penfield in 


Oairo. He says the shipping of cotton from 


Fay pt to the United States casually con- 
ered as anomalous and  superfiucus 
as the sending of coais to Newcastie, bat the 
records show that Egypt is aggressively 
competing ina small way with us, not only 
in Europe, Dut at home, s upplying raw cot- 
ton, and the consumption of Egyptian cott 
by New England spindles has grown fro 
nothing ten years ago to more than 40,000 
large les, equivatent to 60, 2 American 
bales, and valued at $3,000,000. The Egyptian 
cotton area, which was about 

in 1893, now equals 

astonishing advance. NR is asserted that the 
use of the Egyptian cotton inthe United 
States is in no sense inimical to our cotton 
interests, for itis used mixed with our own 
cotton in ways that would not be possible 
for an unmixed product. The Egyptian cot- 
ton plants this year are strong and well 
rooted ana the crop bids fair to exceed 
1,500,000 of American bales. 

"Consul Penfield says that ifa projected 
scheme for irrigation, long considered and 
now almost assured, be authorized and car- 
ried out the amount of arable soil in Egypt 
can ve doubled. With Egypt’s cotton crop 
thus augmented, Southern Russia entering 
the field of competition and over production 
in India imminent and the market rulin 
lower year by year, cotton economists an 
theorists in the United States have matter 
for serious reflection.
